To  William  H.  Sullivan,  one  of  the  constables  of  the 
Town  of  Whately  in  the  County  of  Franklin, 

GREETING: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Whately,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and 
town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said  Whately, 
on  Monday,  the  first  day  of  February,  next,  at  ten  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following- 
named  articles,  to  wit: 

Article  I.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  II.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  ensuing  year:  Moderator;  Treasurer;  Town  Clerk;  one 
Selectman  for  three  years;  Auditor;  one  Assessor  for  three 
years;  one  School  Committee  for  three  years;  one  Library 
Trustee  for  three  years;  one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for 
three  years;  Tree  Warden;  Elector  under  the  Will  of  Oliver 
Smith;  Tax  Collector  and  Constables. 

Article  HI.  To  receive  the  reports  of  the  various 
Town  Officers  and  Committees,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  IV.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town  for  tlie  en- 
suing year. 
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Article  V.  To  see  what  the  Town  will  do  with  the 
money  received  from  the  County,  called  the  Dog  Fund. 

Article  VI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  an 
appropriation  for  the  Public  Library. 

Article  VII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue 
of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1932,  and  to 
issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year; 
any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to  be  paid  from 
the  revenue  of  said  financial  year. 

Article  VIII.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to 
refund  revenue  loans. 

Article  IX.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate 
money  for  the  care  of  the  cemeteries  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  X.  .To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  sufficient  for  Gypsy  and  Brown-Tail  Moth 
work. 

Article  XI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  for  Street  Lights. 

Article  XII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  for  the  maintenance  of  Highways 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  26-29,  Chapter  81,  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Article  XIII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $24,000.00  for  the  maintenance 
of  schools  for  the  ensuing  year,  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

Article  XIV.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  the 
Selectmen  be  authorized  to  prosecute  and  defend  all  suits 
that  may  be  brought  on  behalf  of,  or  against,  the  Town, 
and  employ  counsel  for  same. 
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Article  XV.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request 
an  annual  State  Audit  by  the  Division  of  Accounts. 

Article  XVI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  the 
Cemetery  Commissioners  be  authorized  to  appoint  any  of 
its  members  to  act  as  sextons. 

Article  XVII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $200.00  for  repairs  on  room 
in  Town  Hall,  or  take  any  other  action  thereto. 

Article  XVIII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that 
the  Collector  of  Taxes  be  paid  on  a  commission  basis,  the 
commission  to  be  fixed  by  vote  of  the  Town,  or  take  any 
action  thereto. 

Article  XIX.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appro- 
priate and  transfer  the  1931  tractor  earnings  of  $703.15 
from  the  treasury,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Trac- 
tor Fund  for  the  present  year,  or  take  any  other  action 
thereto. 

Article  XX.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $200.00  for  Cemetery  Special 
Work. 

Article  XXI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
any  trust  fund  that  has  not  already  been  accepted  up  to 
date  of  January  1st,  1932.  . 

Article  XXII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  re- 
duce the  salaries  of  all  town  officials  and  the  wage  of  all 
town  employees  20  percent,  or  take  any  other  action  there- 
to. 

Article  XXIII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  dis- 
pense with  the  street  lighting  for  a  period  of  one  year  frouj 
date. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting 
up  attested  copies  thereof  in  two  public  places  in  said  town, 
seven  days  at  least  before  time  of  holding  said  meeting. 
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Hereof^  fail  not^  and  make  due  returns  of  this  war- 
rant with  your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk,  at  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting  aforesaid.

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Whately  for  the  period  from 
October  31,  1930,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  Nov- 
ember 28,  1931,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon:

The  receipts,  as  recorded, 
were  checked  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources 
from  w^hich  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while 
the  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  orders 
authorizing  them.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  the  cash  on 
hand  was  verified  by  an  actual  count,  and  the  bank  bal- 
ance was  proved  with  a  statement  received  from  the  bank. 

Ledger  accounts  were  compiled  and  analyzed,  and 
a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  pre- 
pared showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  Nov- 
ember 28,  1931. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collectors  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  tax  accounts  which  were  out- 
standing at  the  time  of  the  previous  examinations  were 
audited,  and  all  subsequent  tax  levies  were  checked.  The 
commitment  lists  were  compared  with  the  warrants  of  the 
assessors,  the  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the 
commitment  lists  and  compared  with  the  amounts  paid  to 
the  treasurer,  the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  as- 
sessors' abatement  records,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
w^ere  listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap- 
peared on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  tlie  re- 
plies received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  list- 
ed, are  correct. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  exa- 
mined. The  receipts  for  dog  licenses  issued  on  behalf  of 
the  county  and  for  sporting  licenses  issued  on  behalf  of 
the  State  were  compared  with  the  records  of  licenses  grant- 
ed, and  the  payments  to  the  County  Treasurer  and  to  the 
Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  respectively,  were  verified. 
The  cash  balance  on  December  8,  1981,  was  proved. 
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The  record  of  town  histories  sold  was  checked  and 
the  cash  on  hand  was  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  clerk^  treasurer^  and 
tax  collector  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  licenses  issued  by  the  selectmen  were 
compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer. 

The  receipts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  work  done^  and  the  pay- 
ments were  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  treasurer's 
cash  book. 

The  accounts  of  the  health  and  public  welfare  depart- 
ments were  examined^  the  collections  for  bills  sent  out 
being  checked  with  the  treasurer's  receipts,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  being  listed. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  trust  fund 
investments  were  checked  and  were  found  to  be  as  report- 
ed. A  real  estate  mortgage  and  note  representing  a  part 
of  the  Cemetery  General  Care  Fund  investment  could  not 
be  located  and  therefore  was  not  inspected.  The  treasurer 
reported  later,  however,  that  the  mortgage  has  been  lo- 
cated. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended 
to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treas- 
urer's cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and  departmental  ac- 
counts, as  well  as  tables  showing  the  trust  fund  transactions 
and  condition. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  received  the  co- 
operation of  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

There  has  been  an  increased  amount  of  work  this  year 
due  to  retesting  of  first  test  herds  with  consequent  inspec- 
tion of  clean  ups  where  there  were  reactors. 

For  those  who  have  applications  in  for  tuberculin  test, 
I  understand  that  the  area  test  will  be  given  in  this  town 
sometime  in  January  or  February,  which  means  that  every 
cow  will  be  given  a  tuberculin  test  at  that  time.

^  To  the  School  Committee  of  Whately: 

I  submit  my  fifth  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  Whately. 

For  another  year  now  as  individuals  and  as  citizens 
we  have  all  felt  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  the  strain  of 
restricted  income.  We  might  become  pessimistic  were  it 
not  for  the  inspiration  derived  from  the  steadfastness  with 
which  American  people,  even  in  distress,  adhere  to  their 
fundamental  customs  and  institutions.  When  all  is  known 
we  are  not  as  materialistic  or  "dollar"  mad  as  our  critics  de- 
clare us.  We  regard  our  possessions,  it  is  true,  but  we  value 
them  for  what  they  will  buy  in  human  happiness,  good 
government  and  in  public  welfare. 

Schools  closed  in  June  after  a  year  of  uninterrupted 
progress.  A  large  and  well-prepared  class  of  21  completed 
the  elementary  schools.  Most  of  them  are  continuing  their 
education  in  secondary  schools.  For  the  closing  exercises, 
in  common  with  other  schools  of  the  Union,  Whately  pupils 
presented  a  musical  program  with  credit  to  themselves  and 
their  teachers.  There  is  much  real  musical  ability  among 
the  children  of  Whately  which  should  have  more  opportun- 
ity for  expression.  The  production  of  an  operetta  at  the 
closing  exercises  might  well  become  an  annual  affair. 

During  the  summer  Whately  again  suffered  the  loss 
by  death  of  one  who  was  serving  the  Town  as  a  member  of 
the  School  Committee.  Mr.  Wilbur  Grover  was  appointed 
to  the  Committee  in  1927.  At  the  next  Town  Meeting  he 
was  elected  to  the  office  which  he  held  with  the  confidence 
and  esteem  of  his  fellow  townsmen  until  his  final  illness 
compelled  him  to  relinquish  active  participation  in  public 
affairs. 


/ 
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All  of  the  schools  of  the  Valley  were  faced  ths  Fall 
with  problems  arising  from  the  delayed  opening  of  schools 
in  September  on  account  of  the  threatening  epidemic.  Since 
the  opening  of  schools  September  21,  general  health  condi- 
tions have  been  good.  This  condition  with  the  excellent  rec- 
ords of  attendance  will  do  much  to  "make  up"  the  lost 
time. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Franklin  County  Teachers' 
Association  was  not  held  this  year  for  reasons  related  to  the 
health  situation.  However,  through  the  cooperation  of  Miss 
Elsie  Smith  of  the  County  Health  Association  a  series  of 
four  profitable  meetings  was  arranged  during  November 
and  December.  These  meetings  were  held  after  school 
hours  in  different  schools  and  were  well  attended  by  the 
groups  for  which  they  were  arranged. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Program  has  been  extend- 
ed in  Whately  by  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Health  in 
the  establishment  of  a  clinic  for  the  Toxin-Antitoxin  treat- 
ment for  prevention  of  diphtheria.  It  is  planned  to  concen- 
trate attention  each  year  upon  the  treatment  of  children  of 
the  entering  classes.  This  will  not  only  inoculate  the  most 
susceptible  group  first  but  eventually  secure  immunity  for 
all  children  as  they  pass  through  the  classes. 

The  schools  are  favored  with  the  very  helpful  cooper- 
ation of  the  Whately  Parent-Teacher  Association.  This  ac- 
tive group  has  participated  in  various  school  activities  and 
has  carried  out  a  program  creative  of  public  interest  in 
school  and  community  life. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  exteriors  of  the  South 
and  the  Center  schools  were  repainted  and  water  pipes  in 
the  East  school  were  replaced  at  considerable  expense.  But 
this  is  only  the  beginning  of  repairs  needing  more  or  less 
immediate  attention.  Everyone  of  the  eight  rooms  in  use 
in  the  different  schools  needs  paint.  The  exterior  of  the 
East  school  is  deteriorating  because  of  lack  of  paint.  The 
cost  of  the  glass  broken  in  the  building  each  summer  vaca- 
tion would  have  painted  it  at  least  once  within  the  last  few 
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years.  There  are  indications  that  changes  or  replacements 
in  the  supply  of  drinking  water  for  the  East  school  will 
soon  be  necessary.  There  are  seasons  of  year  when  neither 
the  spring  or  the  well  water  supplied  this  building  is  whole- 
some for  drinking  purposes. 

One  indication  of  successful  elementary  schools  is  the 
preparation  of  pupils  for  high  school  and  the  development 
of  the  ambition  of  pupils  to  take  advantage  of  high  school 
opportunities.  During  the  year  closing  in  June,  51  pupils 
were  attending,  high  schools.  Thirty-six  students  were  in 
Deerfield  High  School,  4  of  which  were  graduated.  Two 
young  ladies  of  this  group  carried  off  the  class  honors. 
Four  attended  Northampton  High  from  which  one  was 
graduated.  Eleven  were  in  Smith  Agricultural  School,  3  of 
whom  completed  diploma  courses.  This  was  an  increase  of 
10  over  the  preceding  year  in  which  there  were  41  attend- 
ing high  school.  This  year  there  are  48  in  Deerfield  High, 
7  in  Northampton  High  and  7  in  Smith  Agricultural  School 
a  total  of  62,  or  an  increase  of  over  50'%  in  two  years. 
The  advantage  of  high  school  training  for  all  of  these  fu- 
ture citizens  of  Whately  is  not  debatable.  However,  the 
problem  of  meeting  the  costs  of  these  advantages  demands 
consideration.  It  is  not  surprising  that  for  the  past  2  years 
the  appropriations  requested  by  the  School  Committee  an(i 
allowed  by  the  Town  have  been  inadequate.  It  is  true  that 
high  school  costs  are  heavily  reimbursed  by  the  State  but 
these  funds  are  available  to  the  schools  only  through  re- 
appropriation  by  the  Town.  The  State  reimbursements  this 
year  exceeded  that  of  last  year  by  $1,227.  The  relation  of 
high  school  and  elementary  costs  is  shown  in  the  tabulation 
below.  The  comparison  of  costs  for  recent  years  is  also 
apparent.  The  reduction  in  cost  by  consolidation  of  ele- 
mentary schools  in  1928  has  been  absorbed  by  the  increase 
in  high  school  costs  in  subsequent  years.

Dear  Sir: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
Supervisor  of  Music  in  the  Whately  schools. 

According  to  schedule,  I  visit  the  schools  once  a  week 
for  a  half  hour  lesson  in  each  room.  Outlines  giving  in 
detail  the  work  to  be  accomplished  in  theory  and  song- 
singing  are  presented  each  teacher  every  two  months. 

A  greater  effort  has  been  exerted  this  year  to  develop 
perception  of  pulse  and  the  idea  of  duration  by  introducing 
more  detailed  rhythm  work,  as  stepping  note  values.  In- 
troducing the  technique  of  the  baton,  a  principle  that  has 
done  much  in  encouraging  pupil  leadership,  has  brought 
about  more  enthusiasm  from  both  children  and  teachers 
than  any  other  one  phase  of  school  music  so  far  presented 
by  me  in  the  grades. 

To  develop  the  appreciation  of  music,  a  good  victrola 
and  a  set  of  appreciation  records  would  be  a  good  invest- 
ment. I  hope  by  another  year,  perhaps  the  pupils  of  each 
of  the  three  schools  will  have  realized  a  love  for  good  music 
to  the  extent  of  finding  a  way  to  get  enough  money  to  pur- 
chase these.

My  dear  Mr.  Janes: 

A  most  important  preventive  measure  was  begun  this 
year  when  children  of  the  first  and  second  grades,  forty- 
nine  in  all,  were  given  Toxin-Antitoxin  treatment  for  the 
prevention  of  diphtheria.  The  Schick  test  given  in  Decem- 
ber by  the  school  physician  showed  that  the  children  were 
immune  from  diphtheria. 

May  I  urge  the  giving  of  the  Toxin-Antitoxin  treat- 
ment to  each  entering  first  grade  every  year. 

The  usual  procedure  of  weighing  and  measuring  the  ^ 
children,  inspections   for   communicable   diseases,  recom.- 
mendation  for  exclusion,  assistance  with  the  physical  ex- 
amination and  with  vaccination  clinics  have  been  carred 
out. 

/ 

Children  were  referred  to  other  agencies  for  care  when 
necessity  arose. 

Grades  five  to  eight  were  entered  in  the  Blue  Ribbon 
Health  Contest  carried  on  by  the  Franklin  County  Public 
Health  Association.  Bertha  Waite,  Mary  Gorski,  Phyllis 
Graves,  Patrick  Manning,  Michael  Pasciewnik,  and  Mary 
Katarski  were  selected  by  the  physician  as  the  healthiest 
children  in  those  grades  to  receive  the  Blue  Ribbon.  Be- 
cause of  the  infantile  paralysis  epidemic,  the  chldren  did 
not  compete  with  the  other  county  children  for  the  honor 
of  being  King  and  Queen  of  Health  at  the  Live  Wire  Fair. 
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Health  Tags  were  presented  to  the  children  in  grades 
one  to  five  for  improvement  in  health,  necessary  dental 
care  and  physical  fitness.  Dental  honor  rolls  have  been 
placed  in  all  the  rooms.  Any  child  whose  dentist  gives  him 

t certificate  stating  that  all  necessary  dental  work  has  been 
one,  will  have  his  name  placed  on  the  honor  roll  and  re- 
ceive a  dental  tag  on  Child  Health  Day. 

Although  many  homes  were  visited  to  secure  the  con- 
sent of  parents  for  tonsilectomy,  only  one  child  attended 
the  clinic. 

Again  I  am  indebted  to  you,  to  the  school  committee, 
and  to  the  teachers  and  parents  for  the  ever  ready  help 
given  me  in  the  interests  of  the  school  children.
